LETTER FROM DR. E. Z. SIMMONS 


Canton, China, July 15, 1908. 
To the Tishomingo Bapfist Association, Mississippi, U. S. A. 

Dear Brethren and} Sisters:—We send greetings to you from 
China again. May the Triune God be with you, and bless you during 
this meeting. During the last year four new churches have been 
organized on our field, [five pastors ordained and more than four 
hundred received and baptized. The Lord has been very gracious to 
us and prospered our wdrk in many ways, One new chapel has been 
built by the Sai Nam chhrch at a cost of $1,400 gold. The members 
have done some heroic ving, Our members give till one is ashamed 
of his own giving. Our Baptist Academy is just completing buildings 
that cost about $8,500 old, (one thousand of this has been given 
by our Board), This wl accomodate 100 students, and it will be 
full at the opening Aug@t 11th. This school has done a good work 
for about 20 years, no they are prepared to do better work than 
ever before. This is a dative effort and no mission money has ever 
been used for this school but he ie above mentioned. We be- 
lieve that many of the s udents will be called of God into his service 
in the future as he has ce them in the past. Pray for this Acad-

emy. During the year two of our missionaries have died. Mrs. 
Tipton un September 20th and Mrs. Lake May 13th. These were 
both young, bright, happy, consecrated and wuch loved by us all. 
Two new Miasionaries have come out during the year, Bro. Anderson 
and Miss Harrison. Our great need is more Missionaries. Are there 
not some in the Tishomingo Association that ought to join us in this 
work? We have just received appropriations from our Hoard in 
Richmond for two much needed Chapels, one here $6,000 gold, and 
one at Yingtak $3,500 gold. These chapels will be built of brick 
and will seat eight hundred and four hundred and fifty respectfully. 
These Chapels are for Missionaries to preach in and will be very 
plain. We expect the Chinese christians to build their own Chapels. 
We trust the next Assuciational year will be one of frreat blessing:
